A Regiatration Law. 

The Fiiteenth amendment precipitated 
upen the polls in this State an avalanche 
of pew voters, for whom no provision had 
been made in our election laws, and the 
natural consequence was that at 7 o'clock 
p. m. op Monday the doors of the voting 
stations were closed m a great many places 
on multitudes of both Democrats and col- 
ored men who had not voted at all. To 
provide ampler facilities, prevent elbowing 
at the polls, and preclude all suspicion ot 
foul play, we must have not only smaller 
precincts but a good registration law. So 
many negroes have no fixed habitation and 
are strangers to the o fflcers of election that 
under our laws they may become magnifi. 
cent “repeaters.” ‘The business of polling 
the vote should never be obstructed on elee- 
tion day and the peace of the community 
hazarded by requiring the officers to decide 
upon the qualifications ot voters in the 
midst of an excited eontest, It is easy to 
devise a law which will prevent all this 
and enable every qualified citizen to vote 
his sentiments without delay or difficulty. 
The magistrates ot the precincts might be 
required to sit three days for the purpose 
ot registration; the first day about three 
weeks before the election, the second about 
ten days, and the third the aay preceding 
the election. In this mannar all qualified 
voters might be registered, and all cases of 
disputed qualification settled by legal 
proof. On election day all 
voteis could then exercise the right of 
suffrage without delay, and no others 
should be permitted to vote. After the 
first year the lists might be kept subject to 
annual revision, for the purpose of striking 
out or adding bames according to evidence 
furnished to the registering officers. Some 
such safeguards are needed in Kentucky, 
and would tend to keep down disturbances 


‘at the polls.

Ihe Nashville Banner has the following in 
regard to the Nashville and Decatur railroad: 
** be facts contained in the article which we 
copy below, trom the Franklin Review of yea- 
tercey, were substantially stated to us some 
days ugo, bat, at the earnest request of our in- 
formant, we abstaived from referring to them 
in our columns until the matier should come 
up fully in the courts for investigatlon: It 
bas very recently come to light, contrary to 

ablic expectation, that the Nashville and 
— road is already, and has been tor near 
‘two months, in the bands of a receiver. It 
seems that in March last a bill was filed by the 
Distriet Attorney of the United States in the 
Clreuit Court for the Middle District of Ten- 
neseee, to enforce a targe claim of tne Federal 
Governwent for stock tnd material purchased 
just alter the war, and, by flat of Judge Eu- 
mopds at the chawbers in Cinciouatl, the 
president of the road was required to file 
ponds iu a hundred thousand dollars to ac- 
count to the court from term to term 
or the income and carnings, of the 
road. Abd recently the income Pcbdnoldars 
tiied their bill m chancery, at Nasuville, ˖0 
eviorce u morigage executed iu 1860 for 1 
security and payment of $200,000 of their 
bouds; and application has been made to the. 
Chancellor for the posecesion of the road and 
its effects according to the eondition and 
terms of eaid murigege. Moodsay next hae 
been h srg fe for the argument Of the mo- 
tion.’ The Review goes oh to say that the 
‘oompavy bave filea their answer, in which 
tc underteke, contrary to their oft-repeated 
promises of payment, aud ia violation of all 
good faith, to repudiate their contracts. They 
allege that the bonds are illegal and void by 
reeson of the 10 per cent. interest called for 
ow the bonds, and G that the ace of Assembly, 
which they procured to be passed fur their 
own benefit, was uneonstitational.’ Here 
‘cllows a severe critucism on the official con- 
conduct of the road, but we refrain trom giv- 
lug the subject further ventilation until the 
facts are brought to light ia the courts.“
